Sloan Foundation, as part of its 
policy “to present the facts on im- 
portant: social and economic. ques 
tions.” These” facts” about man’s 
origin and makeup were prepared 
under the supervision of à com- 
mittee. of the American Assn, of 
Scientific Workers, including, be- 
sides the authors, Prof. L. C. Dunn, 
zoologist; Prof. Otto Klineberg, 
psychologist, and Dr. Marion 
Smith, anthropologist, all of Co- 
lumbia.

Mr, 
Barnard submitted the matter to 
the executive committee (of the 
USO) which approved this view. 
Out of respect for this request the

“The YMCA continues to dis- 
tribute the pamphlet to its regular 
YMCA’s and is fostering its use 
among its members.”

Referring to a statement by 
Hastie that there are 571,000 Ne- 
groes of voting age in Texas, Bar- 
cus said that if they organized a 
party of their own they . “could 
whip us anytime, We’ve never had 
anyone who received that -many 
votes in a primary.” i 

Barcus enlivened the hearing by 
saying that “the only reason we 
have a Republican. Party in Texas 
is so the members can get the 
plums when the party is in con- 
trol at Washington.” 

“It’s just like Democrats in Ver- 
mont and New Hampshire,” he 
added. 

In Texas, Hastie said “no white 
person who will take the pledge 
to support the Democratic nom- 
inee can be prevented from voting 
in a primary, but the Democratic 
Party is free to’ prevent any Ne- 
gro from yoting.”

A, You will need change when 
tokens go into use because each 
red and each blue stamp in your 
ration book will be worth ten 
points.
